WATERGATE 
PHASE-OUT? 

I Washington, D.C.) - Thé 

Sonate Select CommitteL- om 
Presidential Campaign Activities, 
beller knüwn as thé Watergate 
Committee has postponed mde- 
finatcly the hearings on contri- 
butionE lo Lhe 1972 fmon cam- 
paign Lhm were to have been held 
diiring the next Lwo weeks. 

Since the lifts of the committee, 
headed by Senator Sam J. Ervin, 
Jt-, of North Carolina, is 
scheduled to expire on Febmary 
2H. this move raisas the question 
uü Lu whetlier the hearings on 
campaign contributions by bil- 
lionaire Howard R. Hughes and 
Lhe milk industry wil] ever lake 
place. 

Senator Ervin naid that the 
delay had been agreed upon in 
order lo niake sure that no 
prejudke be done lo the Milchetl 
(former Atlorney General John N 
MitchellJ and Stans {former Sec- 
retary of Commerce Maurice H 
Slansl trial". >»chcduled to begin 
Febmary 19. in U.S. District 
Court in New York City. 

MitchelL and Stans are being 
tried for obstmetion ofjustice uiieJ 
perjury, accused of trying to 
obstruct an investigation by the 
Securities and Exchange Gom¬ 
miss ion ïnlo the activities of 
Nix.on’-'i millionaire friend Robert 
L. VescEi, the fugitive financier, in 
return for a secreL S200,000 
contribution hy Vesco lo the 
NÜxnn rp-electiom campaign. 

The Senote is reportcdly will- 
ing to extern! the life uf the Ervin 
Committee bevond Febmary 28, 
but probably only for a limited 
purpose. 

The question these moves raïsc 
is whether the American people 
will ever be told lhe w hole. sordid 
story of the J972 president lal 
eloction campaign ihat resulted in 
the re-elcction of Richard M. 
Nixtm to the office of President of 
the United States. 

Removdng the Ervdn Committee 
hearings fmm r T'V coverage, and 
later from even radio coverage 
{excepL on FM bands), were the 
first moves lo deny the American 
people Information revealing how 
ihey had been Lrickeri and 
cheated ia the 1972 elections. 
Now the life of the hearings 
themselves being threatened. 

We urge our readers to catl on 
your Senator to support moves in 
the Senote lo extend the life of 
the Senote Select Committee 
beyotid the present cut-off daie. 
Demand that the Ervin committee 
hearings be contimied, without 
any limitation on motters to be 
coverod. until Lhc full story is 
known. And, demand that those 
hearings again be KLilly coverend 
on prime time TV. o

San Quentin Six havo füed o 
civil righls suil which seeks 
IhéLr transfer from the San 
Quentin Adjustmem Center to 
the genera! prison population, 
Ho wever, litüe pmgress was 
made at a U.S. District Court 
hearing nn the suil last 
Monday. 

The nol presenl at the 
hearing, were represented by 
iheir attomoys who charged 
that lhe conditions in the 
solitary conünement l-oIIs of 
the AdjustmeiU Center consti- 
tutecruül and unusual puniah- 
ment. Judge* Alfonso J. Zipoli 
réfusod to consider Lhe attnr- 
neys charge Lhat guards have 
tcar gassed the Sixs cells. 

The lawyers also charg€*d 
that their visita w:ith die Sbc 
have heen restricted since the 
recent court ruling was issued 
dismiftsing the indictments a- 
gainsL them, 

The plaintiffs in the stilt | 
ïnclude Colifornia Director of 
Correctiona Raymond Frocunier 
and San Quentin A arden Louis 
Nelson.

PRESIDENCY 

(OakLand, C.alif.) - In the wake 
of Watergate and subsequont 
revelations, Lhe Black Fanther 
Party is Inunching a nationwide 
campaign for lhe elimination of 
the offices ol President and 
Vice-President of the United 
States of America, and the return 
of lhe pówers usurped by Lhoso 
offices to the Congres* 

In response to the call of the 
Senate Select Commitlee on 
Prégidontial Campaign Activities, 
headed by Norih Carolina Sena¬ 
tor Sarn Enid t for proposals 
aimed at preventsng the repeti- 
lion of the wide range of criminal 
and unethicfd acts accompanying 
Lhe 1972 (and previous) presi- 
dentiai eleclion campuigns, the 
Black Paniher Party has drawn up 
a seven-page Poaitiori Paper in 
support of its proposal including 
steps for its vmplementalion. (See 
Centerfold for text of Posilion 
Paper.) 

In its introduction the Position 
Paper sLaLes: Radical résLruc- 
uiring in the Execulive Branch of 
Government, which reasserts and 
makés manifest the power of the 
people consistent with the in tent 
of the Preamble to thé American 
Consiilution and its Bill of Rights, 
ia the only paLh Lo the renlization 
of the American Dream. 

BEFORMS 

"Reform* of lhe exiating prac- 
tices will not safegnarcl the 
American people and Ideals for 
whirH w r e strive Erom the coup- 
makers and Walergnler» of a 
later age. They will only induce 
complacency and delay the inevb 
table coufrontation." 

Prior to lhe condusion of the 
current Sonate Solecl Cümmittee 
hearings the Black' PanLher Party 
propoaal will be formaliy sub- 
mitLed to the coinmittee for its 
consideration by Party leader and 
chief Lheoretidan, Huey P. 
Newton. 

The 48-word proposal reads 
simply: "We Cü\\ far the lotal 
elimination of the offices of the 
President and Vice-President of 
the United Statos of America, and 
the return of all Lhe powers 
üsurped by thtise offices to the 
duly etected roprosentotives of all 
the people, the Congres* of the 
United States of America," 

The Position Paper eontaina 
brief sections presenting the 
historica] argument, the mor al 
argument and the legal o- 
constituüonal argument in sup¬ 
port of the proposal. The Paper 
condudes with a iisting of sfiort 
and long-range goals for imple- 
mentaLion of the proposal. 

The Bluek Ponther Party plans 
a massive, counLry-wide cam- 
posgn directe d to community 
organizalitm* of every variety 
representing every se ^ment of 


the American people. clusrches, 
trade unions, profeasional or- 
ganizations and universjty nnd 
high school campuses fur adop- 
tion and promotion, of the propo- 
sal. 

The Position Paper rails fnr the 
crealion of an Ex ecu Live of 
adminislrative experts to curry 
out the wishes of Lhe people 
Lhrough insLniction from the 
Congress. 

ENDOHS EM HNTS 

The Position Kaper, eontaining 
the proposal, will fae made 
availahle widely as a basis for 
discussion and débate. Endorse- 
ments by existing bodies, ihp 
formsition of ad hoe cOmmiUees 
and the creatïon of Street, facLory, 
office and campus Commiitees 
for the elimixmtioïi of the Offices 
of President and Vice-President 
will be encouraged throughout 
lhe country.

KOHL; Would you explain what 
the lntercommunal Youth Instb 
Lule is? 

KfilCKA: The Intercom munat 
Youth Institutie is ti school for 
Black and poor youth in the 
Qaklund commumty who need 
more individual attention in 
reading. mathematica, writing 
Eind, reitlly, on unde rata n ding of 
themselves and the world. 1 say 
Lhat they heed it because the 
chiidren who ore herc have gone 
loother schools which have failed 
Lei serve ihern as best they could, 
■io their parentb wanted them Lo 
come here. Righl now we have an 
vnrollment of about 82;,, 

KOHL: Matiy of them you can 
hear in the background, 

HRICKA: Yes. this is the fret? 
oeriud ofter lunch and Ilse 
chiidren are playing games and 
doing varinus olher things, Some 
of ihem might be sludying here 
and there throughout Lhe build¬ 
ing, We havo chiidren ages 3'« to 
11 We sLftrl at the age of 2 L "z 
iiecause we do believe Lhat a chilri 
docsn't have tu bc five in order to 
form concepls. So, they leant a lot 
of Lhlngs here at an oarly age.

1 mean, how for example, 
would a young porson loarn how 
lo ejtplore his environment as it 
really is? What kinds of things do 
you do? 

ERICKA: We try to use practical 
c.vperience at- u basis of our 
leaming experïence, That is, if 
we want lo know what mnkes 
trees grow. theii we just wön't go 
to a book about trees or have a 
gcience demon strati on and just 
talk about trees. We might have 
the chiidren gr» outside Lo sec a 
tree nr sce Lroea of va ri o Lig sisus 
or trees in various stages of 
developmont. W^o wollid néé what 
makes ihem gruw and what would 
keep them from gmwing and 
Lhereby try to understand what 
would be the best way Lu help u 
tree grow. As a matter of fact we 
might [dunt ono. 

In our Languago Arts classes,

"They worked us a tot of 
overtime during Christmas'L ex- 
phiïned another demonstr&tor.

(West Berlin, Germany} - Cal* 
vin Williams, a Black journalist 
residing and worfcing here, has 
been arrested by West Berlin 
po Life, apparantly on Lhe adviee 
or msiatence of U.S, Army 
intelligente Ln Germany. Wil» 
liarris, a member of the Foreign 
Press Union of West Hortin since 
1970, is being held on a complaint 
that reads in part: ' É ... reaponsible 
for the appearance of news arti- 
des which pose a daziger to the 
allied powers/' 

In fact, the US, military 
command in Germany abruptly 
ended Brother Witliams press 
actredidation after ne published a 
story stating that he had prooi 
that murders carried out by the 
U.S, Army were reported as 
accidonts and that the Ku Klux 
Klan plays an active part in Iho 
inner éireles of the ï“ S Army in 
West Berlin. 

In a letter to t friend in the 
Foreign Press Union, Williams 
wrote that the judge at his 
iirraignment told hlm that his 
"arrest followed the wishes of the 
American defense force" whu are 
Increasingly annuyed over the 
circulatton of bis news reports. 

Williams s&id in his letter that 
when West Gcrman police 
'iearchod his house, they con- 
fiscaled a radio, personal photo- 
Ljraphs, tapes of interviews and 
already publisheri articks deaüng 
with racism in Europe. America 
and South Africa. 

The arrest of Williams was first 
■nentumvd in the West Berlin 
iiress on Monday, January 14, 
vith the remark that 1 'Williams 
was platred in Moahit ia West 
ïérmon prison complex) béCau&C 
4 suspccted espionage activity 
or the East Gernian secret 
ervice/' 

Rut. according to Williams' 
tetter, his lawyer has informed 
Mim that the original charge has 
been dropped and the charge now 
eads that he is being held for 
: »eing respOnsible for articles 
uositig a ‘danger Ln the allied 
jowers", 

When the U.S. command 
earlier took away Williams’ 
Liccrédidation it gave as the* 
official reason that Williams 
resided in Kost Berlin, Hut, in 
fact.

QUESTION: Bul we have talked 
about the Vietnamese, We have 
talked about iiiLercommutialiam 
and the worlcl and other eountrtes 
and the future and just about 
everythiug oho.

We can see that, What is 
boihering us hag to do with Mr. 
Eriksons not ion of paeudospe- 
cies. Take cullural groupmga like 
youth or Blacks or Vietnamese or 
Chinese or North Koreans: cach 
of Ihem h a pseudospecies in Mr. 
Erikson s lerms. Now one boud 
they all have in common is the 
foei ihat they are öppressed; they 
have a kind of eommunalily for 
that very reason. Bui what 
happens when you altain a level 
vvhere that common bond no 
jonger cxisls? Will people be 
happy? Will no one wam to 
become the neir ruling class?

NEWTON: We heJteve th&t the 
primary motïvütïng drive of peo¬ 
ple is a will to power, a drive to 
free themsclves Trom both ex- 
ternal and imernal Controls, But 
we do not bel leve that this drive 
necessarjly enda in the domina- 
tioii of one group of people by 
o not her: it is only because people 
bek knowledge and lechnology 
that their nutural drive for control 
has been distorted intoa desire for 
power over people rather than u 
desire for power over things- 
So we can eonceive of a time 
when people will not find it 
necessary to steal power from 
other people. Given a high level 
of technologicflt knowledge, peo¬ 
ple will control the universe 
instead. They will make the -stars 
go in tho dïrection they desjre T 
and then they can rcsolve their 
differences peacefully. 

QUESTION: In that conPeclion, 
do you Ihink we can gain control 
of our own environment? Do you 
Ihink it is too late for any of this to 
ever come about? 

NEWTON: Too late for what Lo 
come about? 


QUESTION: Wetl some people 
speak in very pessimistic terms 
about the whole environment of 
Earth. They say it will give out in 
a certain number of years be- 
cause our resflurces have been 
so misused. 

NEWTON: They may be correct. 
But when we Lalk about the 
capiLalista' exploitation of nature 
— the kind of thing discusséd is 
what is rtow ca lied the ecology 
movement - we often forgel that 
people Lhemselves are a part of 
the natuml world, The mass 
murder ofBlacksin Africa during 
the slave trade, all the depreda- 
tïons the Europeans conimUted in 
South America and the Carib- 
beati, the genocide committed by 
Nazi Europe against the Jews, 
the Slavs. the Gypsies, and, of 
cuurse, against al] people of 
color, are probabty the greatest 
examples of the exploitation of 
nature by the capita lists. You 
know the greatest ecologïcal 
crime being committed right 
now? The bombtng of Vietnam. 
And we Ihink that utiül the 
ecology mü vei ment st&rts recog- 
nizing Lhese facts, it will remain 
largely irrelevant to the majority 
of the people in the world, 
People have always slmggled 
against nature, and it is impos- 
sible for us who are struggling for 
the necessitïes of ]ife, who have 
to set up our own survival 
programs, to talk about the 
struggle ending, The difference 
bet ween us and the capita lists, 
though, is that we want a rationa! 
relatipr.ship with nature. We 
know t. jL the capita lis ts have put 
us in a situatiën where nature 
caniiot support us; qnd because 
we have not yet di^covered the 
source of Eife, we t inot support 
nature eilher. So our struggle is 
twofold: we struggle to -tirvive 
and gain pow f er over our en¬ 
vironment, and we struggle to 
have a rational relations hip with 
that environment. Like 1've said, 
we ore a part of nature ourselves, 
so we think the difficulties we 
have w ith the environment are all 
in the family T you might say, and 
can be snlvgrï without hostllity. 
The CapitalisLs are noL part of that 
family. 1'hey are madmen and 
will destroy nature i» well as us, 
so our struggle tn survive and 
*ain a raUoral relntionahip with 
the naturel world firsi directed 
tewnrd getting rid of these 
mndmen,

MOZAMBIQUE FREEDOM FIGHTERS 
ATTACK RAIIWAYS

(Dar es Salaam, Tanzania) - 
F reed om fighters of the Mozam¬ 
bique Liberation Front 
(FRELIMO) have launched their 
first attacky on the key railways 
which link the lndian Öcean port 
of Beira to Umtali and Salisbury' 
in Zimbabwe* 

The attack s f reveaïed by news 
agency reports in Salisbury, mok 
place on New Year's Eve and 
constitute a serieus setback to the 
Portuguese colonial administra- 
tion in Mozambique and the 
Smith regime in Salisbury. The 
railway is an important sanc- 
Lions-busting route fut (Ion} 
Smith, 

Reuters news agency (London) 
said that Umtali residents re- 
ported they were taken back to 
the town by lorry after the 
Umtali-Beira mail and passenger 
train in which they were travelJng 
was derailed hy a mine. Then a 
breakdown train was machine- 
günned by f reed om fighters and a 
PórtUguese army captain was 
killed. 

The rail link is in Manica e 
Sofala Province, where FRELIMO 
opened up a war front in July, 
1972. Reports from the front over 
the past year have made it deur 
that the guemllas have fanned 
out over a largo area of the 
province, the biggest in Mozam¬ 
bique. 

For some months observers 
have antidpated attacks on the 
railway, but the Portuguese made 


determined efforts to stem 
FRELIMO advances and de- 
ployed Jarge troop concert trat ion s 
in the area, If preasure on the line 
can be sustained, writes the 
Tamanian Daily News, lan Smith 
Isettler Premier of rebel Rho- 
deda) may find his international 
trade seriously disrupled. 

Reports from Loureneo Mar¬ 
qués, colonial capita] of Mozam¬ 
bique, said that also on New 
Year’s Eve a train was derailed 
by a mine in Tete Province. near 
the Malawi borders. This is also o 
key railway line used to carry 
heavy equipment to the Cabora 
Bassa Dam project. It has been 
attackcd many times by 
FRELIMO guemllas. 
third dekailment 
A third deraiknent about which 
Information is sketchy, took place 
also on New Year’s Eve, on the 
Limpopo line from Malvernia on 
the Zimbabwe border to Loureneo 
Marqués, Reuter reports said 
only that a goods train had been 
derailed and that officials in 
Lisbon had "no commet", 

The incident must have taken 
place in either Gaza Province or 
Loureneo Marqués Province. both 
of which are weJI to the south of 
FRFLIMO's current military 
operations, A spokesman for 
FRELIMO here said the qu est ion 
of whether this third derailment 
was the result of min mg by 
FRELIMO guerrillos would have 
to remain open until Information 
was received from the south. 

FRELIMO does have a politica] 
network even in the areas of

10,000 BLACK 
S.AFRICAN 
WORKERS 
STRIKE 

(Durban, South Africa J Less 
than a year ufter 30.000 striking 
African workers brought this 
indostrial center tn a standsüll, 
10,000 African textile workers 
have gone on strike against 
eleven milts over the granting of 
raises to receruiv hïred workers, 
but not tothose with long service. 

Last week police arrested 250 
of the striking workers, Althnugh 
there were no reports of injuries 
or dashes, Information contained 
in a Reuters (London) report does 
not indicate the dreumstances of 
the arrest of the workers, 
Foilowing the arrest, a Zulu 
leader headed a march of 5,000 
strikers to a cotton mill and 
reportedly negotiated a new wage 
agreement providïng raises for all 
employees at five of the eieven 
struck faclories. Most of the 
strikers were Zulus from the 
Kwazulu African "homeland’'. 

Reuters reports that Lhe Zulu 
official, Öarney Dladla, the 
Minister of Community Affairs in 
tbc Kwazulu "homeland", spent 
more than three hours with the 
management of the Frame textile 
group which owns five of the 
eleven mills. It was not dear, 
however, if the accord he nego- 
tiated would be accepted. 

The tong column of men and 
women who followed Mr. Dladla 
through the ralny streets of 
Durban s industrial area waited 
quietly outside, watched by a 
large police contingent. 

Mr, Dladla was understood to 
have won assurances from the 
police that they would negotiate 
with the At torn ey Genera V s office 
for only token fines for the 
workeTS who were acrested. 

South African law forbids 
strikes and does noL recognize the 
existence of African trade unions 
or associations of workers. Mr. 
Dladla is reported as saying that 
he had asked the White govern- 
ment and the employers' associa- 
Li ons to recognize Black trade 
unions. □
